A MAGNIFICENT GEORGE I SILVER-GILT PUNCH Bowt of uncom- 
monly large size, of circular form with a single moulding round the 
rim, the body engraved on one side with the Royal Arms of George I 
and on the other side with those of William, fifth Earl of Coventry ; 
the bowl with two fine scroll handles, otherwise undecorated ; resting 
on a high moulded foot ; by Thomas Farrer, London, 1722, diameter 
of bowl 15in., width across the handles 194in., height 91n.—wt. 161 ozs. 


Sold with the Punch Bowl are three additional objects : a Punch Ladle 
with long tubular handle, turn-over end and gilt-lined bowl ; a Mixing 
Rod of simple design with wooden handle ; and a pair of wooden Fruit 


. Crushers with silver mounts ; all 18th Century 4 


William, fifth Earl of Coventry, Member of Parliament for Bridport, 
1708-1719. Lord Lieutenant and Custos Rostulorum of Co. Worcester, 
P.C., D,C.L. Joint Clerk Comptroller of the Board of Green Cloth, 
1717-1719, attending the King, as such, on a visit to Hanoverin 1719. 
No doubt the bowl was a gift from the King for these services. 


Punch bowls of this quality are very rare; this present example is 
in mint state ; it must surely be one of the largest in existence. The 
engraving of the armorials is magnificent.

VASES: 

Each in the form of an Oriental jar with an elliptical body, a short 
everted concave neck and a domed cover ; the body rests on a narrow 
base encircled with spiral wire and is divided into two unequal parts 
by a narrow band of moulding, the lower and taller part embossed 
with long vertical lobes alternating with sprays of laurel which emerge 
from a band of acanthus leaves, and are surmounted by groups of 
foliage which branch over the tops of the long lobes ; the upper part 
or shoulder of the vase, which is a separate piece, is embossed with a 
finely wrought design of conventional Stuart foliage, fruit swags and 
ribbons enclosing grotesque medallions of satyrs. The collet-shaped 
neck is enriched with concave lobes alternating with acanthus husks, 
and the domed cover is embossed with convex lobes alternating with 
similar husks; pendant from the cover are swags of fruit which 
overhang the neck of the vase ; surmounted by a central finial formed 
as flower and bud device. The vases throughout have a matted 
background, except for the lobes which are burnished ; maker’s mark 
I.H. over a fleur-de-lys and two pellets, London, 1675, 1541n. high— 
wt. (all in) 175 ozs. 


These vases, which are of the greatest rarity, resemble very closely 
apair at Knowle, and asingle vase, alsoat Knowle (compare Sir Charles 
Jackson, “ History of English Plate’, vol. 2, opposite p. 686). Other 
similar examples include a vase in the possession of the Earl of 
Yarborough, which appears to be almost identical to these present 
examples (compare “‘ Loan Exhibition of Old English Plate, 25, 
Park Lane, London, 1929”’, pl. 21 in the catalogue) and a pair of 
vases formerly belonging to the late Sir Ernest Cassel (pl. 30 of the 
same exhibition).

Edward Wakelin, whose productions (and those of his 
successors) are well represented in this catalogue (Lots 20, 
21, 44, 45, 47, 49, 63 and 67), was the second proprietor of 
the old established firm of goldsmiths and plate workers 
known to us to-day as Garrards of Albemarle Street. The 
original founder, George Wickes of Threadneedle Street (1721) 
was one of George I’s goldsmiths, and his mark bore the 
distinctive badge of a plume of feathers, being designated 
“Gold smith to the Prince of Wales ’’—afterwards George 
Il. In 1735 the firm removed to Panton Street at the 
corner of Haymarket where it remained until comparatively 
recent years. The name of Edward Wakelin is first recorded 
at Goldsmiths’ Hall on November 17th, 1747; in 1759 the 
proprietors were John Parker and Edward Wakelin (Lots 
19, 57, 61, 65 and 66); in 1776 (September 25th) John 
Wakelin and William Taylor (Lots 42 and 57) ; and in 1792 
(20th October), John Wakelin and Robert Garrard (Lot 41).

From 1792 to 1820, Paul Storr, the most celebrated English 
silversmith of his period, was chief plate-worker and 
partner in the firm of Rundell and Bridge ‘‘ Royal Gold- 
smiths’ of Ludgate Hill. In 1821 Mr. Storr went into 
partnership with Mr. John Mortimer, the firm being styled 
Storr and Mortimer until Storr’s retirement in 1839. Mr. 
Mortimer then took into partnership John Samuel Hunt 
(nephew of Storr). Mr. Mortimer retired in 1842 and Mr. 
Hunt joined forces with Mr. Robert Roskell, the firm being 
styled Hunt and Roskell, by which name the firm in New 
Bond Street survives to this day.
